PLAGUE IN CHINA. 

KatlVM Trying to Ulaina Foreigner* For 
Ila FNMBt KxlatonM. 

Washinqton, Ang. 7.— Some idea of 
the feeling entertained by the Chinese 
toward foreigners, who have caused 
anxiety for the safety of American niis- 
Biouuries, ix given in the report of thu 
Canton plagn<^ received yesterday at the 
marine hospital bureau. ( ousol Charles 
Seymour, writing under date of Jnne 
28, Hnys: 

"Natives are trying to blame foreign- 
ers for the plague and have gotten up 
riots in Canton and the surrounding 
country. 

The oonsnl reports that the plagne 
does not teem to yield to medical treat- 
ment, that the mortality is 50 per cent 
of the caaes, and the deaths since March 
1 nnmber at leatf 40.000. Cholera has 
made its appearance iu Canton in an 
epidemic form bat ia not yet ao thteat- 
enins a« to eanae special preoantiona to 
be taken against it. 

PROSPE CTOR MU RDERED.

WiNNlPKG, Aug. 7.— Isare Roy, 
a prospector well known throughout the 
Canadian northwest, was foully mur- 
dered in his camp near the town of Ed- 
manton yesterday.

plies, and returning in the evening 
found hii father'i ItfeuM bodj in his 
tent. 

Roy's head had been crushed in with 
a club, and he liad been stabbed through 
the heart. A club covered with blood 
was foujjil iu ;a-by. Koy was known to 
have lai'ge sums of numey, and it was 
to obtain this, no doubt, that the mur- 
der was committiHl. Everything of 
Tulne in tiiu murdered man's tout was 
tahen by bii awwueln.

Wasiunoto.n, Aug. 8.— The anti-an- 
archist Ull, passed by the senate yester- 
day, was sent to congress with a favor- 
able recommendation bjr Secretary Car- 
lisle and was accompanied by • report 
opiK)sing the bill of Representative 
Stone of Pennsylvania, which the house 
pas,«'d, providing for the consular iii- 
spi^ction of iiiunigTants at foreign ports. 
The senate passed the bill as a substi- 
tute Cor the Stdiie bill, and it was on 
this disagreement that the conference 
was orderi'd. 

The first section provides that no alien 
anari-hist shall be ]vrniitted to land at 
any jxirt in the I'liiled States, but this 

provision sii.iii ii'>t h<- so construed as to 

fXcliKle piilitiral n fiiK<'eS. 

Tlie lull provides for hearintfs in the 
ca.ses of laii'liiigof reported anarcliists 
and in ease th.' cliargi s bo proved the 
se< retary is authohxed to send the ac- 
cused back to tiM ooontrj tram whence 

he canK^ 

The bill also providi's for the ex))<>rta- 
tion of any unnaturalized foreign born 
per.son who, uism a trial in any eoiirf, 
diall appear to the judge of the court 
b< fore which he is tried to be an an- 

i»rchi.st. 

It also ]irovides a system of inspection 
jf other emigiimts by authorizing the 
TK'cretary of tho trea.sury to appoint at 
such ports of departure a.s he may deem 
necessary an immigrant inspector 
whose duty it shall be to inspect pu^seii- 
gers embarking for the United States; 
to erase from the passengers' manifest 
the name of any immigrant who he is 
satisfied slunild not be permitted to land 
in this country, and to forbid the trans 
portation o* any person belonging to 
the exdnded classes in the first or sec 
ond cabin or in any part of the vessel. 

He Is also to give information as to 
any srspected persons and to admonish 
the master of tne vessel of the character 
of anv immigrant, if objectionable, who 
is to be required to pay a penalty of 
f 100 in case he transports snoh a person 
after receiving the warning. 

It also provide)* that the fact that an 
iiiunigrant had given notice of intention 
to become a citizen shall not constitute 
a bai' U) proceedings against him. 

BLCCTION IN ALABAMA. 

Oatt'H (iiirlfH tlic Stiitf by '.!0,000 nnd 
i.hp IvPgliilature Is DriiiucrHtlr. 
MosTtM)MERY, Ala., Aug. ".— The 
electittn here yesterday and all through 
the state was perfectly quiet. Rain fell 
all day and the vote was cut down in 
coiL^eipiem e. The new Hayre election 
law, a motlified form of the Australian 
ballot system, enacted by the last legis- 
lature, was put in oiieiation tor the first 
time and worked siiKMithly. The ballot 
was a .si'i'ret one. The voting wius slow, 
and for that re.ison the vole was gener 
ally lighter than in Thv iH'groe.-,, 

wliose vote cut (piite a figure, either did 
not vote at all or votecl almost solidly 
for Oates in southern and middlt^ Ala- 
bama, while in northern Alatiama a 
majority of them were for Kolb. The 
white RepubUoans w«ra for Kolb almost 

to a man. 

Incom]ilete retm-us framTarioOS Coun- 
ties of the state indicate that in south 
and middle Alabama, the Democrats 
have made gains in every county except 
ilobilu, wliere the vote was light, the 
city of Mobile giving only 700 Dtuno- 
cratic majority against 3,000 last year. 
Montgomery, Selma, Enfala and Birm- 
4iighatii and nearly all the cities and 
large towns give Democratic majorities. 
The country districts wero Kldb's 
stronghold and in north Alabama, ex- 
cept in the I'ounties of Limestone, Madi- 
son, Damar, Tuscaloo and Etowah he 
got the same vote as in 1S92, but in 
Jefft.rson his vote shows a heavy in- 
crease. 

The result in north Alabama is about 
the same as it was two years ago. That 
is Kolb's stronghold, and he has carried 
the same oonunes that he did in the last 
election. .In south and middle Ala- 
bama the returns show Democratic 
gains, which will give the state to Oates 
by 18,000 or 20,000. The legislature is 
Democratic by 10 majority. The legis- 
lative will elect a successor to Beuutor 
Moigan. 

Wnjlaid and Murdered. 
Galbna, nis., Aug. 7.— George Rich- 
ardson, a promineut farmer of New 
Diggings, Wis., was waylaid and mur- 
dered last night while riding home 
from Qalena by his brother, Mark. 
There had been ill feeling between the 
hrothen Mr years, and they were en- 
gaged in lifeigatton about thehr father's 
estate. Thursday night Mark Richard- 
sou's graiuyard was burned by an incen- 
cUory fire, and he attributed the deed tu 
his brother. He left his home last night 
to meet his brother ou the road, and 
shot him dead when he approached. 
The murderer then went to Benton and 
sniTendered iiimselft and was taken to 
Doilingtou jail. 

TrataVUed Into. 
South McAlbstbb. I. T., Aug. 7.— 
Last night several unknown men Ibred 



into the northbound Missouri, 
and Texas passenger train near Bond, 
L T. Owing to previous warning the 
train flew at a flO-mlle gait. Tbe 
railway people have been anticipating 
an attack by bandits for several days, 
imd all-night express trains are heavily 
guarded while passing through the In- 
dian Territory. Officers havu been sent 
in pursuit of the would-be rob bers.

SENSATION ■ AT PULLMAN. 

./ktp 4iaarda Refuae to Kat With Moa* 
•nloa Mtm, 

Chicago, Aug. 7.— The sensation of 

the day at Pnllman was the refnsal of 

Company M of the First iiifaii'iy to eat 
at the same table \\ ith nonunion work- 
men. At I :oO o'clock Lieutenant Uowra 
marched t^omjiany M up to the big 
mess tent that stands on the lawn be- 
himl the Hotel Floreuc*!. There the 
company was left in command of Ser- 
geant Cook. When the company I'aine 
to break ranks at the tent entraiKV they 
weri' iiidinnaat to see two tables within 
tilled w ith nonunion eiiiploy(.'S of the 
J'ulliuan company. U'he workmen weri' 
a part of thi' new force hired in the 
morning. They had Ixeii smuggled in 
with the soldier boys on the apology 
that .they were afraid to go home for 
dinner. 

As tho practice had been tried in a 
smaller way last week to the distaste of 
th<; company, the soldiers were prepared 
for d»cisivo action. William Byrnes, a 
member of the company, stepped into 
t he entrance and said: 

"As volunteer soldiers, the men of 
Company M are here to see that the 
laws of Ulinois are obeyed. I am not 
aware that it is solmerly or that dis 
cipline compels us to do what we feel is 
unpatriotic and not worthy of gentle 
men. My scruples demand that I shall 
not associate vdth scabs. I refuse to sit 
with them at the same table." 

There was an outburst of applause 
from Byrnes' coniraibs, and Sergeant 
Cook marched the comiiany across the 
street and bn)ke ranks. 

"We will not enter that tent" a 
dozen privates said, "till we are a-~\ii' il 
that all nonunion workmen aie lo lie 
kej'I oiit." 

'1 he \Mirkinen were tln.dly inarehed 
out and the company inavelied in, re- 
ceiving thu assurance that lUey would 
hereafter have the mess tent to them- 
selves.

Tbirtjr of Tbem Called ITp Tor Speedy 
Trial. 

Pakis, Ang. 7.— Tho trial of :iO an- 
archists began Monday no<in in the 
court of assiafis, with M. Dayrus pre 
siding and M. Bulot conducting the 

proseeut ion. 

The ci.iurtro.iin was crowded with 
lawyers, ofhci.ils and r» porters. The 
gem ral publie, however, eitln'r felt lit- 
tle interest in the trial or teaied some 
aiKirchistic piot, for few onlsidi' the cir- 
cle directly inti ii sled tried to gain ail- 
niis>iiin. The acriised tilled the jirison- 
ers' doi k and overflowed into the places 
reserved fipr the jness. 

The prisoners, Hertani, Cherlcotti and 
Bollotti, apjieared with their wives, who 
are al.so under the charge. The only 
other female prisoner is the widow of 
Milanacoio. Conspii-uous amnng the 
other prisoners are: .lean (irave, Julin 
Ledot and Charles Chatel, author; .Se- 
bastian Fanre, agitator, and Feli.x Fen- 
eon, who, when employed in the war 
ministry, was found ttj be hiding uyua- 
mite and itnitrchist literature in his 
desk. Five of those mentioned in the 
long indictment read, have cleaned to 
foreign countries. Among those' fugi- 
tives are: The engine< r, i^iul Kedus; 
Alexander Cohen, author, and Pougct, 
publicist. Tbe trial will last about a 
week. 



AN AGRE EMENT IN SIGHT. 

A Tariff OoaprenilM May Be Reportetl at 

Any Time. 
WashinqtON, Aug. 7.— When the 
Democratic tariff confttrence adjcjurned 
yesterday there seemed to be a better 
feeling among the conferrees than afi 
the close of previous sessions. Mem- 
bers from both houses announced that 
the committee had been woridng over 
the schedules and that progress was l>e 
ing made, but they did not indicat' 
when a report would be reached, thoni:li 
some of tne conferrees expressed the 
opinion that an agreement was in sight. 
For a considerable portion of the day 
the senators were not in the conference 
room, bjt it wa« stated that no signifi- 
cance was to be attached to that fact, as 
they were working toward an agret- 
nunt. These senators iK'casionally re- 
paired to the committee n>om of Sen- 
ator Vest, and sometimes were in con- 
sultation with DeiiK . cr.it le managers in 
the room of the coinniirtee on appropria- 
tions. 

Considerable surprisi' w.is cxpres.stul 
by the conferrees when they learned 
that a call for a housi' caucus had been 
issued, and it evidently was very 
distasft'ful to the house members who 
ha<l felt that they were Ijegiiiniiig to 
see an agreement. Mr. .Moiitgonn rv 
said that the caucus would make no <ljt' 
fereuco so far as he was concerneil, and 
he would continue* the work he was on- 
gaged in unless some action, very dif- 
ferent from that which hc> anticniated, 
would be taken by the caucus. He said 
that wUle the caucus was in progress 
the oontsnrees would be at work.

W.\siiix<.r(j.N, Aug. 7. — In the senate 
y.-sterday a resolution was intro<luced 
by Mr. Mills (Deni., Tex.) and ordered 
to lie on the table temiiorarily declunng 
that in the revision of the existing sys- 
lem ot nation. il taxation the following 
jtrinciples should be obs»'rved: 

First — That all taxes are burd« ns on 
the taxpayers and con only be rightfully 
imposed to raise revenue to support the 
government. 

Sei'ond — That when tuxes are imposed 
on imported ^ood» (lie rate should h - SO 
low as not iiiatei'iaily to restrict iuiix)r- 
tafioiis: and 

Third— 'that in seleiting articles to be 
taxi (1 only tlio^i' ready for consumjition 
sliould be chosen and those imported for 
manufacture or remanufaoture should 

be exempt. 

The c(jnl'ereiiee le-wnt on the river 
and harbor bill was then agreed to. 'lliis 
conipleti's the hill and it gocs to the 
president tor signature. 

The liill for the deportation of anarch* 
ists then came \i\> and .Mr. Hill ex- 
plained its provisions. I'nless some ac- 
tion was taken by this govermiieiit. such 
as was now befoie the senate, this coun- 
try, he ~aiil. Would soon be the dumping 
gidiuid for the anan'hists of the worl^ 
It was not intended to make the belief 
in anarchy a crime and therefore no at- 
tempt had been made to define anarchy. 
He favored the provisi<in of the senate 
bill for inspection by the treasury agents 
instead of by consuls and was sure that 
no one could attribute his attitude on 
this section to a desire to sei ure more 
patronage for the secretary of t he treas- 
ury. TheH' were no politics in the bill, 
and he favored it because he beheved it 
was better than tint house bill. 

^Ir. Dodge (Rep., Mass.) expressed 
the belief that both bills were inade- 
(piate for the purpose of restricting im- 
migration, but he was anxious to see 
some restriction placed on immigration, 
no matter how slight it might be. 

Mr. Palmer pointed out the diffictdty 
of dealing fairly with the question and 
the danger of doing injustice to the 
harmless socialists while protecting our- 
selves again»<t the danger of anarchists. 
He asked Mr. Hill whether the bill 
would apply to undesirable persons al- 
ready iu the country. Mr. Hill replied 
that it. would. 

The discussion then took on a legal 
as]>ect, and hinged upon the right of a 
country to prot<'Ct itself against unde- 
sirable aliens. .Mr. Hill pointed out the 
moderation of tiie pendiug liill as com- 
pared with the act rec»iitly passed by 
the parliament of (ileal Britain, and 
Mr. Kyle (Poji.. S. 1). < asked him to 
more at'curately detine thv ttsrni an- 
archist, for there were, he said, piace- 
able and learneil peojile in Boston who 
heldthatit wasimpossible forapeople to 
btH'ome so highly civili/.e<l as to live to- 
g( ther without laws, and, therefore, ac- 
conling to till usual definition, they 
wert^ anarchists. 

Mr. Hill ri plied that they wm at lib- 
erty to hold this b. liet, but if tley ined 
to overturn the h.ws for the purpose of 
putting their belief to the test then they 

became dangerous. 

After some further debate, an<i the 
adoption of some amendments, the bill 
was passed, and Messrs. Hill, Faulkner 
and Chandler were appointed confer- 
rees. 

At 5:30 the s«'nate went into ezecn- 
tlra session and at o:4o adjourned.
